Slate Vs. Asphalt 


The city chose the asphalt 3-tab 
shingle mainly because they hold to- 
gether better than the single tab. They 
weighed carefully the cost difference in 
the use of Vermont slate which lasted 
53 years in this climate, and the 30 to 
40 years the asphalt shingle should last, 
and decided that it would be less costly 
both now and in the future to use the 
asphalt type. This material stands the 
cold better than slate, and won't break 
under the traffic. Also, building en- 
gineers can replace asphalt shingles, but 
when the slate needs repair or replace- 
ment, it is necessary to call in a special- 
ist ; this adds to the upkeep. 

It took Clawson, Inc. five weeks to 
reroof this part of the building. They 
had a little more sheeting to repair than 
anticipated ; however, this repair work 
and the painting of the metal work was 
contracted on a cost-plus basis, because 
the damage could not be completely as- 
sessed in advance. 

The city will continue to shovel snow 
for a short while yet; however, plans 
are under way to install a steam-heating

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BLS Should Not Be Cut 
In Budget Says 
The Producers’ Council 


The proposed reduction of $500,000 
in the amount to be appropriated to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics for collec- 
tion and analysis of housing statistics 
would shut off vital information needed 
to guide government housing policy 
during the emergency, Charles M 
Mortensen, managing director of the 
Producers’ Council, has stated. 

“The House of Representatives ac- 
cepted the theory that, since the volume 
of home building is to conserve criti- 
cal materials being held down, there 
is less need for housing statistics and 
that it costs less to collect basic statis- 
tics when less housing is being started,” 
Mr. Mortensen said 

“However, the very fact that hous 
ing is being limited through credit re- 
strictions makes it essential that there 
be an accurate measure of the effect of 
the restrictions. 

“Tt is entirely possible that Regula- 
tion X, as it now stands, might cut back 
the number of new housing starts con- 
siderably more than is expected and 
create serious housing shortages in 
many parts of the country 

“Should such a trend develop, it is 
imperative that the facts become known 
as quickly as possible so that corrective 
action can be taken. BLS is the only 
agency which is prepared to develop 
the necessary facts, and the proposed 
appropriation of only $155,000 is to- 
tally inadequate. 

“In the absence of the thoroughly 
reliable statistics which BLS has col- 
lected through the years, it might be 
some months before the government 
discovered that its housing credit pol- 
icies were too severe and much more 
time would elapse before the trend in 
residential building could be turned 
upward.”

months ahead as the war mobilization 
program moves into high gear. 

Here are a few timely suggestions 
which may help sharpen operations and 
improve overall efficiency : 

1—Make a strong attempt to settle 
all accounts receivable. By the same 
token, clean up as many accounts 
payable as possible. Get yourself 
“out in the clear” as much as you 
can. 

2—Pay more attention to the 
physical appearance of your store or 
office, If you are selling home mod- 
ernization services, it’s a good idea 
to modernize and dress up your own 
premises before trying to impress 
customers with what you can do 
for them. 

3—Re-examine your sales force. 
Manpower will become an increas- 
ingly vexing problem. Give more 
thought to hiring older people so 
that loss of personnel to the armed 
forces will not seriously disrupt your 
organization.

through a modest newspaper advertis- 
ing campaign, and the salesman made 
an initial call, at which time he talked 
with the housewife; showed samples, 
and made preliminary measurements. 
At the same time he made an appoint- 
ment to call in the evening a few days 
later, to talk with the owner of the 
house, at which time he was to have 
final cost figures on two types of ma- 
terial, which had been selected by the 
housewife. 

The night of the appointment rolled 
around, and the head of the firm ac- 
companied by the salesman, made the 
call. The owner was impressed, and a 
final choice of material was made. After 
some conversation, the price was agreed 
upon, and the salesman wrote up the 
order. However, instead of giving the 
order form to the owner for his sig- 
nature, the salesman kept on talking! 

After the sale was practically con- 
summated, the salesman started to talk 
about other types of materials! The 
owner either became confussed, or be- 
gan to suspect that the material he had 
specified was unsuitable. He finally 
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bluntly told. the salesman that he had 
changed his mind about doing the job 
right away—he wanted more time to 
“think it over.” That was the death- 
knell for this sale—to this day this firm 
has not been able to sell that owner on 
having his house sided. 
Knocking Competition 

Another variation of this same theme 
is the case where a salesman practically 
wraps up a job, and then starts to 
assure the prospect that they made a 
wise choice in dealing with him rather 
than one of his competitors. Carried 


too far, this can not only lose the im- | 


mediate sale, but ruin a firm’s reputa- 
tion in that neighborhood. Human na- 
ture is contrary the more you try and 
“knock” your competition, the more 
many prospects feel that you are the 
questionable firm, and they spread the 
word among their friends. 

All in all, it boils down to one funda- 
mental fact: wrap up the sale as quickly 
and gracefully as possible, say “thank 
you” quickly, and then quietly put on 
your hat and get out! It pays!

AMERICAN ROOFER 


Housing Programs Tied 
Into Defense Program 


All the various programs under the 
supervision of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency have been carefully 
re-examined and tied into the program 
of national defense, 
serving 


with a view to con- 
materials needed for the na- 
tional defense and making greater use 
of such materials as are available for 
the production of housing, according to 
Housing Administrator Raymond M. 
Foley. He summarized the 
by his agency as follows: 

1. Housing research program will 
place maximum emphasis on those 
lines of activity most immediately 
helpful in reducing inflationary 
pressure and conserving materials 
and manpower; 

2. Measures have been taken to 
assure that in any locality slum 
clearance and urban redevelopment 
programs will move into demolition 
and construction stages only when 
they will not impede or conflict with 
the defense effort; 

3. Program of advances for plan- 
ning of non-Federal public works 
has been administratively limited 
to those projects which contributed 
directly to the solution of defense 
problems or to meeting essential 
civilian requirements; 

4. Steps have been taken to 
tighten terms of government-in- 
sured or guaranteed credit for new 
construction in such a way as to 
cut back steeply the total volume 
of new housing construction, while 
still providing relatively greater 
encouragement in housing for vet- 
erans and families of moderate 
income. 

5. Comparable limitations have 
been placed upon the production of 
Federally-aided low-rent housing 
for families of low income, and ar- 
rangements made to give first at- 
tention to projects located in prob- 
able defense areas; 

6. Studies have been undertaken 
to determine what special advan- 
tages might be derived from the 
techniques of prefabrication under 
mobilization conditions; 

7. College housing program (au- 
thorized by the Housing Act of 
1950 and suspended by the Presi- 
dent last fall) has been reactivated 
on a severely limited scale for as- 
sistance to defense connected proj- 
ects only;

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8. Disposition of the existing | 


stock of war and emergency hous- 
ing under the control of the Gov- 
ernment has been suspended, and 
occupancy eligibility regulations 
adjusted to make the housing serve 
a defense need wherever possible.

Corrugated roofs require more ac- 
cessories than other type of roofs, and 
ridge-cap, eaves metal, flashings and 
vents should not be forgotten in esti- 
mating. These should be figured sepa- 
rately from the total squareage and 
the labor cost accurately estimated. 

Gambrel and mansard roofs are pop- 
ular on farms, and these need especial 
care in estimating. Make sure that the 
correct rise and pitch is determined, 
unless the actual roofs can be measured 
from ladders. Mistakes in estimating 
are more expensive on corrugated sheet 
roofs than on other types. However, 
the field for this type of work is rela 
tively free from competition.
